TIMBER CULTCRK. 


A Decision Which Will FroTC of Great 


Benefit to Settlers.

A Washington dispatch s»ys the diplo- 


matic corps of the United States i* to b» 
farther augmented by the assignment of 
officers of the army as military attaches ot 
all the important American legations in 
foreign countries. 
The iuitiatite was 


taken by Secretary Endicott only a few 
days before the close of his administration, 
but it was feared by many that the idea 
might not be popular with the new admin- 
istration. Secretary Proctor, however, has 
(signified bis approval of the plan, and Mon- 
day issued an order assigning another 
offiotr, Oapt. T. B. Hamilton, Second Ar 
tillery, to this kind of duty. He goes to 
Madrid. The other American legations 
having military attaches are London, Paris 
Vienna, and Berlin. Now that the ics is 
effectually broken other details will doubt 
less ba made and the military will become 
a permanent feature of the first-clas 
foreign legations. 
Officers on this duty 


will be required to make reports upon al 
military 
operations, eiperimental and 


otherwise, means of defense of the country 
in which residing, military inventions, 
and, in foot, upon all military subjects in 
which this country can hove any interest. 
The result of their labors will go toward 
enlargiug the new Bureau of Military 
Information recently established at the 
War Department. This bureau, which was 
lately a branch of another division, bas 
lately been established on a separate and, 
it is supposed, permanent basis. It still 
lacks a name, but is organized for the 
pnrpose of collecting, presetting, md 
furnishing military information. 
It is now 


in charge of a clerk with several assistants. 
The corps of clerks will be increased from 
time to time and eventually, it is proposed, 
to post an officer in charge and make it to 
the Army what the Naval Intelligence 
Bureau is to the navy. 


The United States Supreme Court was 


not ia session last Monday. Their neit 
meeting will be Monday next, which will 
he the last of the term. All decisions now 
in abeyance will then be rendered. The 
most important one expected is the Chi- 
nese test case, and a great interest is felt iu 
the decision. When the Court shall meet 
May 13th, after the present recess, an ad- 
journment will follow for the Summer va- 
cation. A number of opinions will be de- 
livered the 13th, among which is expected 
what ia hoped to be a final decision in the 
celebrated Myra Clajk Gaines case from 
New Orleans. After the Court adjourns 
the several Justices will go out on thsir 
circuits for several weeks. 
Nothing cer- 


tain is known in Snpieme Court circles 
about the snccessorsaip to Justice Mat- 
thews, but it is the opinion of some of the 
persons connected with the Court that the 
appointment lies between Judge Gresham 
and Attorney General Miller. 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—A decision of the 


Secretary of the Interior to-day liberalizes 
the Timber Culture Act to on extent hith- 
erto unknown. Heretofore the rulings of 
lie department have excluded all land from 
timber culture settlements upon 'which 
more than fifty trees stood, the department 
taking no note of the size of the timber, its 
tind'or 
quality. Under to-day'a rulings 


entrymen may take up under the Timber 
Culture Act any quarter section upon 
which the timber has no commercial value 
._ upon which trees are not numerous 
enough to warrant the purchase of the land 
for its timber. This ruling will grant re- 
lief to timber culture settlers and make it 
much easier to acquire land under this act, 
as all growing trees are to be counted in 
consideration of the entryman's compliance 
with the law whether he planted them or 
not.

An Unsuccessful Experiment. 


WASHINGTON, May 8.—W. O. Atwater, in 


charge of the work at experiment stations 
established by the Agricultural Depart- 
ment is preparing a bulletin which will be 
published this year giving a sketch of the 
progress of education in agricultural col- 
leges and schools. It is acknowledged 
that the porpose for which agricultural 
colleges were established in the several 
States, and to which the Government con- 
tributed liberal grants of land and money, 
has not been realized. The colleges do 
not educate men for farms bat for profes- 
sions, and the tendency of their teachings 
it to draw young men from farms instead 
of fitting them for work on them. The 
graduates of common district schools of a 
State are qualified to enter, and they ere 
taught practical things of farming in ad< 
dition to literary branches of learning. 


The Glty of Paris Breaks the Record! 


NEW YOEK, May 8.—The Inman line 


steamer City of Paris has arrived from LIT. 
erpool. She broke all previous records, 
her corrected time being 5 days, 23 hour3 
and 7 minutes. The beat previous record, 
by the Etruria, was 6 days, 1 hour and 59 
minutes. 


It is the first voyage across the Atlantic 


made in less than six days. 
There were 


men in the maritime service who prophe- 
sied that this would never be made in less 
than than that time. On the first day ont 
the City of Paris covered 4i5 miles, the 
next 494, the third 505, the fourth 511, tho 
filth 505, and the last fraction of the day 
392—which not only broke the record for 
the ran but beat the best day's time of the 
Umbria.
